FOR BIG SUBWAY. | 


Company Seeks to Construct 
Tunnels Beneath the En- 
tire Territory of 

the City. 


PLAN AN ENORMOUS ONE. 


Would ‘Afford Room for Electric 
Car Tracks from Evans- 
ton to the Indiana 
Line. 


An ordinance carrying more potentialities 
than anything ever known in Chicago before 
was introduced last night in the city council. 
It provides for a subway system covering 
the entire city from Evanston to the Indiana 
line and from Austin to the lake front. 

In that subway are to be carried any kind 
of cars now operating inside the city limits, 
conduits for all purposes, pipes and mains 
of any description. 

Exactly what kinds of transportation busi- 
ness can be carried on in the proposed sub- 
way and how much money it would take to 
build it is a fertile field for a lively imagina- 
tion, 

The ordinance was introduced by Ald. 
Dunn for the Chicago Subway, Arcade, and 
Traction company, a corporation of which 
William Penn Nixon is president, 8. D. Gook- 
ins secretary, and Edwin F. Getchell, John 
M. Ewen,.Dwight H. Perkins, and Samuel 
M. Rowe the directors. 

William Penn Nixon for many years was 
editor of the Inter Ocean. 8. D. Gookins is 
a son of Col. James F. Gookins, originator of 
the subway scheme, and who died suddenly 
three years ago while on a business visit to 
New York City. Edwin F. Getchell is a real 
estate dealer at 204 Dearborn street. John M. 
Ewen is president of the John M. Ewen com- 
pany, 740 The Rookery, engineers and build - 
ers. Dwight H. Perkins is an architect em- 
ployed by the city board of education. Sam- 
uel M. Rowe is a member of the firm of Rowe 
& Rowe, Monadnock building. 


Plenty of Capital Claimed. 

They, however, do fot pretend to be able 
to furnish the money necessary. They gave 
out, however, there was plenty of money in 
New York waiting to finance the company 
if the necessary ordinance could be had, and 
the story in the council chamber was that 
either the Belmont or the Ryan interests, 
and perhaps both, were back of the plan. 

The ordinance. grants the, company a 
franchise to build and operate subways, 
arcades, and tunnels under the streets of 
Chicago. The subways are to be eighteen 


— 


feet wide by thirteen high and placed as near 


the surface as possthle. In them can be car- 
ried electric railways, electric wires, con- 
duits for any purpose, and pneumatic tubes. 
‘The main terminal stationeis to be on the 
part of the lake front between Randolph 
Monroe streets, controlled by the city, and 
ether stations are to be placed throughout 
the city wherever the board of contro! thinks 
proper. 

The company is to have the right to enter 
into leases and contracts for trackage in its 
subways with any company operating street, 
interurban, or elevated cars inside or outside 
the city, and if at any time an outer harbor 
is established its subways are to have access 
to the warehouses to be built on the lake 
front. 

The routing of the bad and the fixing 
of stations is to be determined by a commis- 
sion of seven members, of whom two are to 
be named by the council committee on local 
transportation, two by the mayor, and taree 
by the company. One ot the company’s three 
ig to be chief engineer and president of the 
commission. 


Ultimate City Ownership. 

After thirty years, on six months’ notice, 
the city can take over the property on pay- 
ment of the actual value a fixed by two engi- 
neers, one to be named by the city and thé 
other by the company, providing the price be 
high enough to pay all bonds and floating in- 
de btedness. 

The ordinance provides for a 5 cent fare 
for a continuous passage on any cars operated 
in the subways and a payment to the city as 
compensation of 2 per cent of the gross re- 
‘ceipts of the company. Work is to be begun 
in one year after passage of the ordinance, 
three miles of track completed in five years 
and the entire syetem completed in ten. The 
company agrees to pave all streets under 
which it passes. 

The promoters assert that they have ample 
assurance of enough capital to carry out the 
undertaking and that several underwriting 
firms in New York and several of the big 
financial men of that oity have interested 
themselves in the project. 

„We are not prepared to give further finan- 
cial details, said Mr. Getchell, but the 
financial success of the enterprise is assured. 
We shall have no trouble tf disposing of 
borids. Our plans have been examined not 
only by leading engineers in this country but 
by one of the leading English engineers.“ 


President Nixon Explains. 
President William Penn Nixon gave out a 
statement which among other things said; 
“The company’s plans have been sub- 
mitted to the best engineering authorities 
in America ‘and indorsed by them. Its 
financial plans likewise have been made cer- 


} tain of success by an underwriting guar- 


antee from New York and other eastern 
capitalists. It is proposed to give Chicago 
the best subway system in the world by the 
enlistment of private capital at reasonable 
profit, with ample provision for city owner- 
ship. The plans provide for the highest type 
of modern construction, avoiding the dem- 
onstrated flaws in the other cities which 
have built subways. 

‘Differing from the New York subway. 
the Chicago plans provide for the carrying 
of all underground pipes and wires in ac- 
cessible galleries. The centralgsystem of 
subways is for passengers exclusively.”

Mayor Signs Ordinance Making 
City Partner in Rapid Transit. 


GETS HALF OF NET PROFIT. 


Company’s Credit Restored and It Is 
Freed from Many Burdens. 


r 

Philadelphia, Pa., July 1.—{Special.]—Poor 
old Philadelphia was forced today into a 
most unwilling partnership with the Phila- 
delphia Rapid Transit company, which mo- 
nopolizes its streets, to save that monopoly 
from bankruptcy. 

Given away by Mayor John Reyburn and 
the ceremony breathlessly ratified by the 
councils, the city henceforth will share all 
the Rapid Transit system’s debts, provide 
it with credit, remove it from all danger 
of competition and of municipal ownership, 
and get in return half the net profits after 6 
per cent dividends have been paid, which, in 
other words, is nothing. The Rapid Transit 
company has never shown enough profits for 
dividends after its immense fixed charges 
have been met, and probably never will. 


Handed a Lemon, Too. 
had the ink on the signatures to the | 
agreement dried than the city was handed 
other lemons in the shape of its repre- 
tatives on the board of directors. Clar- 
ence Wolf, banker and broker, politician, fin- 
ancler, and an old franchise connoisgeur, was 
appointed one of these watchdogs. 

In a nutshell this is the situation: The 
city gives up all its rights to take back the 
franchises to the city streets, all of which 
are in possession of the Rapid Transit com- 
pany; gives up its right to compel the com- 
bany to place ita wires underground; con- 
firme all franchises ever made and 80 re- 
stores the credit of the company; gives up 
all its license fees and perquisites from the 
traction company; and the traction com- 
pany is released from all obligations to clean, 
pave, and repair streets. 


Sockdolager for I. M. O. 

The ordinance of 1853, which gave the city 
the right to take over the franchises of the 
underlying companies by paying their actual 
cost of construction, is absolutely repealed. 
This repeal was one of the main purposes 
of the ordinance, as through the act of 1857 
the city could have brought about municipal 
ownership at any time by the payment ot a 
few hundred thousand dollars. 

In return for all these concessions the city 
gets the promise of one-half of the mythical 
net profits after an annual dividend of 6 per 
cent is declared. It also gets $500,000 yearly 
in lew of the yearly existing obligations 
which have cost the traction company four 
times that amount. The company also con- 
tributes certain amounts to the sinking fund 
for the alleged purpose of enabling the city 
to acquire the franchise after fifty years. 

This franchise, however, is only of the 
Rapid Transit company and not the underly- 
ing companies, which means another gold 
brick. Besides, the councils, through the in- 
fluence of the bill’s backers, cannily tacked 
on an amendment that the money to be put 
in the sinking fund could be used for any- 
thing else, so there never will be any there 
to buy back franchises. 

It will cost the city alone for repairing, 
that the traction company did before the 
„partnership about $1,000,000 a year.

Acts as Friendly Adviser. 

Mr. Jones, when seen at his residence at 
1984 Prairie avenue, said the contract repre- 
sents the latest case in which his alleged 
infallible Memory has been invoked in an 
attempt to settle a dispute over titles to prop- 


,erty in Chicago. 


“Ah, yes,” he said, reminiscently, when 
the subject of the contract which has just 
become public was broached. “ I remember. 
Perhaps I did not act entirely wisely in put- 
ting the contract on record, and it may not 
be exactly pleasing to Mr. Smith to have the 
public know about it, but, in view of the suits 
that have been brought, friends advised me 
to make it a document of record. Mr. Smith 
has said that he preferred that my relations 
with him should be simply that of friendly 
offices, as it were. Mr. Smith is a great 
friend of mine, and I have enjoyed corre- 
sponding with him on this matter. 

„Back in 1887 or 1888 the property now in 
dispute was government land. It was en- 
tered by Jeremiah Smith and his nephew, 
Jeduthan. Jeduthan died and his part of 
the land went to the uncle. This was one of 
the earliest entries in Chicago. No patent 
was issued to the original owners, but ac- 
cording to law a patent may be issued to the 
heirs in such cases. So far as I know no 
taxes were paid on the land by the Smiths 
and none of them lived on it. 


Settlement of Case Urged. 

„ Sidney Smith, who is the ‘heir of Jere- 
miah, had a patent issued to himself at 
Washington a few years ago. But long be- 
fore the land had passed into the possession 
of other people, who, apparently, ignored 
the Smith claim. Mr. Smith, in asserting 
his claim against the present multitudinous 
owners, called upon me for my advice, The 
contract was made out. 

„1 told Mr. Smith he had better settle the 
case. I said the land had been in the pos- 
session of other people so long, and they had 
paid taxes on it for so long a period, that it 
was doubtful that any court would award it 
to him.“

RISA IN TRACTION WAGES 


ADVANCE FROM 7 TO 10 PER CENT 
FOR 7,000 EMPLOYES. 


North n West Side Surface Lines 
‘and Four Elevated Systéms Will 
Pay the Scales Previously Granted 
by the City Railway Company and 
the South Side “L’’—Union Loop 
Employes Included Among the Ben- 
eficiaries of the Increase. 


Nearly 7,000 men employed on the street 
car lines and elevated, roads of the city re- 
ceived word yesterday of an advance in 
wages from 7 to 10 per cent. All Union 
Traction employés—on both north and west 
sides—are included in the increase. The men 
on four elevated systems will profit by the 
raise. 

The south side elevated road, which an- 
nounced a 5 per cent advance last Saturday, 
and the Chicago City railway, whose em- 
ployés obtained substantial increases some 
time ago, are not inoluded in the new list of 
settlements. The total number of car men 
who have been the recipients of financial 
favors by the corporations since May 1 is not 
far from 10,000. 


Suburban Lines May Do Likewise. 
— 

The negotiations just terminated were be- 
gun a month ago and were brought to a head 
simultaneously, the last agreement for the 
coming year having been signed last night 
between the Union. Loop Elevated company 
and the Elevated Road Employés’ union. 

Only the wage scales on the outlying sub- 
urban electric lines remain to be adjusted. 
Chairman C. O. Pratt of the national execu- 
tive board of the union expects settlements in 
these cases today. 

The new scales for elevated employés set a 
high figure for this class of work in Chicago. 
Matormen hereafter will receive 30% cents an 
hour, conductors will receive as high as 26 
cents an hour, and guards on trains will get 
21 cents an hour. 

On the Union Traction lines the wages of 
the employés will be brought to the standard 
fixed by the Chicago City railway company, 
which advanced wages about 7 per cent over 
old rates. Motormen and conductors will re- 


ceive 23, 25, and 27 cents an hour, according } 


to length of service. On night runs the 
former scale of 41 cents an hour will remain, 
but new employés on such trains will start at 
27 cents an hour. Shopmen will gain by a 
reduction of an hour in the length of their 
working day. 


Holdom Upholds Right to Work. 

In an Appellate court opinion holding that 
an award of $1,200 damages to Jacob N. Gib- 
gon in his suit against the Fidelity Casualty 
company of New York was not excessive 
Judge Jesse Holdom censured John A. Post, 
general manager of the casualty company. 
Gibson was injured by accident while work: 
ing for the Union Drop Forge company, 
which had its employés insured by the cas- 
ualty company. Post caused Gibson to be 
discharged, and it is charged that he said: 
“If I can I will prevent him from obtaining 
employment.“ Gibson sued for $3,000 dam- 
ages and secured judgment for $1,200.

Why Miss Haley Objects. 

According to Miss Haley, the committee 
appointed at the Asbury Park convention 
was instructed merely to reincorporate the 
organisation. 

Instead of following instructions, said 
the union’s walking delegate, the commit- 
tee got congress to pass a bill giving the 
association a new charter which included 
a set of bylaws. This has proved extreme- 
ly objectionable in many ways.

Seriously wounded in the right lung by the 
accidental discharge of a revolvér in the 
hands of a companion, and then deserted 
by his frightened friends, John Egan, aged 
16, 1208 South Ridgeway avenue, walked 
three miles to the County hospital and col- 
lapsed just as he reached aid.

HEALTH BUREAU AND STATE’S 
ATTORNEY TO MAKE FIGHT. 


Doctors Join Public Officials in Effort 
to Prevent Illegal Operations—Tak- 
ing of Testimony in Case of Mrs. 
Brendecke Halted While Further 
Search for Evidences of Crime Is 
Made—Next Grand Jury te Make 
Investigation. 


& 


A concerted effort on the part of the city 
health department, the coroner’s office, and 
the state’s attorney's office to drive from 
Chicago the maternity hospitals responsible 
for so many thousands of criminal operations 
every year was begun yesterday as a sequel 
to the campaign against the place conducted 
by Mrs. Emma Brendecke at 279 West Adams 
street. 

Several conferences on the steps to be taken 
were held during the day in the office of 
State's Attorney Healy. Coroner Hoffman, 
Drs. Hunter and Heckard of the health de- 
partment, Dr. Rudolph W. Holmes of the 
Chicago Medical society, Charles Verdin of 
the state board of public charities, and de- 
tectives from Capt. O' Brien's office were 
present. 

A dozen witnesses were examined by As- 
sistant State’s Attorney George W. Under 
wood Their testimony will be given to the 
next grandjury. Judge Chetlain, who started 
the investigation into the Brendecke home,“ 
laid all the evidence before Mr. Healy in the 
afternoon and it was decided to postpone the 
final hearing in the case for a week so that 
more complete evidence that babies were 
murdered im the West Adams street house 
might be gathered. 


Many Suits to Be Begun. 


One of the most encouraging signs that the 
investigation will bear fruit beyond the 
prosecution of Mrs. Brendecke and her as- 
sistant, Dr. Antonia C. Jacobs, came from 
the health department, where it developed 
that Dr. George C. Hunt, chief medical in- 
spector of hospitals, was on the eve of start- 
ing suits against several places of similar 
character. Dr. Hunt, whose business it is 
to issue licenses to hospitals, told of his fight 
on ambulatory hospitals. 

‘There are Many institutions where mid- 
wifery is practiced» that have no fixed 
place of location,” he said. “I have 
kept after the women who run these 
places for years, through the advertise- 
ments that appear, but so well are these 
physiciafis and midwives organized that they 
seem to know when I am going after a place 
and when I get there I find the house closed 
or no patients in the beds. 

“The maternity homes come under the 
provisions of the hogpital ordinance, but itis 
hard work to get evidence that these provi- 
sions are not lived up to. I have five places 
on my list now that I intend to start suit 
against as soon as this Brendecke case is set- 
tled in the courts. Of course, it is easy 
enough to drive them out of business tem- 
porarily by getting after them on the license 
question, but what we want to do is to get 
conviction for crime.” \ 


Find Evidence of Crime. 


State’s Attorney Healy appeared interested 
in the revelations made in the Brendecke 
case. He refused to discuss his course, how- 
ever, beyond the fact that he had detailed 
Mr. Underwood to take charge of the in- 
vestigation and that the matter which Judge 
Chetlain had given him indicated that a 
crime had been committed. 

Coroner Hoffman discussed the advisability 
of putting a force of men to work digging 
around the Brendecke establishment in the 
hope of finding evidence of the murdered 
babies told of by Dora Michalski. Mrs. 
Brendecke had no license for her place. A 
complaint also will be entered this morning 
that she offered an important witness 8200 
to leave the country.

Failure of Commercial and Conti- 

nental Nationals te Combine Is

E. Roberts Will Succeed the De-

Following the failure of the negotiations to 
consolidate the Commercial and the Conti- 
nental National banks yesterday, it was re- 
ported that George E. Roberts, director of 
the United States mint, is to become the 
president of the Commercial National to suc- 
ceed the late James H. Eckels. 

In Washington last night Mr. Roberts 
declined to discuss the report. It is known 
in Chicago, however, that his name has been 
under consideration for the place and that 
he has been approached by a representative 
of the directors of the bank. If he decides to 
accept the position it will be several months 
before he will be able to take up his new 
duties as there are several matters, includ- 
ing his annual report, which he desires 
to arrange before severing his connection 
with the government. 


Negotiations Officially Ended. 


The hitch in the proposed merger an- 
nounced in THE TRIBUNE yesterday was 
made permanent at a morning session of 
representatives of both banks. In a state- 
ment issued by Franklin MacVeagh, chair- 
man of the board of directors of the Commer- 
cial, and George M. Reynolds, president of 
the Continental, it was declared that tae 
negotiations have been finally discontinued.’ 

The Continental was represented at the 
meeting by George M. Reynolds, president, 
and Samuel McRoberts and B. A. Eckhart, 
directors. The Commercial representives 
were Franklin MacVeagh, Joseph Talbert, 
vice president, Alfred Cowles, W. J. Chal- 
mers, and R. H. McElwee. 


Hitch Over Dividing Stock. 

At a prolonged session between the two 
committees Saturday night the negotiations 
were all but declared off.“ The Continental 
representatives insisted that inasmuch as 
they had $65,000,000 deposits and the Com- 
mercial $40,000,000, the former bank should 
have at least 60 per cent of the capital of the 
new institution and the Commercial 40 per 
cent. The Commercial National people 
wanted An equal amount of stock with the 
Continental, figuririg in other assets of value 
from their viewpoint, The meeting adjourned 
without anything being accomplished. 

At the meeting yesterday the Continental 
people declared they had asserted from the 
beginning they could not consolidate on any 
otner basis than the one mentioned and the 
negotiations ended.

For several hours in the evening he was in 
communication secretly by wire with Presi- 
dent Small in San Francisco and with the 
executive board of the union in New York.

Plan to Secure Camp Bite. 


Meanwhile, arrangements were made to 
secure a camp site on the Michigan shore.

class of domestic servant, has many more 


responsibilities, and has probaljy seen a 


great deal more of the world from its un- 
leasant side. ; 

n tt would probably be unfair to other bread- 
winners to say that the laundresses of the 
country are not only the hardest working 
but are the most deserving, because so few 
of them seem to. be working for taemselves 
alone, and yet the proportion of the married 
and widowed and ot those living at home as 
heads of families is scarcely exceeded by the 
ratio in any other occupation in which wom- 
en are 80 largely employed. 


Numbers Are Increasing. 
In spite of the steam laundries and the 
Chinamen, the women engaged in washing 
for a living have increased in an extraordi- 

degree. The number reported by the 
cénsus jump from 215,131 in 1890 to 332,665 
in 1900, of those 15 years of age and older. 
This is an increase of a good deal over 50 
per cent in ten years and it has been entirely 
in spite of the multiplication of steam laun- 
dries operating by use of powerful and rapid 
machinery. 

Not only this, but laundry work has be- 
come more and more attractive and profitable 
to the white women. The colored women 
engaged in this work have apparently 
reached their maximum, but strong white 
women are constantly pouring into this ave- 
nue of employment. The result is that not 
only have the numbers increased but the 
proportion of laurdresses to the general pop- 
ulation has also taken a jump. This means 
apparently that the people wash their clothes 
more than they did, or at least that they 
pay more for doing it than they used to do. 
In 1800, for instance, there were thirty-four 
laundresses for 10,000 population, while at 
the time of the last census the figures had 
risen to 44 for 10,000. 


Boon for Poor Widows. 


Apparently the poor widowed woman and 
the woman whose husband has deserted her 
or is a helpless invalid, may still look to the 
wash tub for pecuniary relief. The steam 
laundries do work much more rapidly, but 
they do not do as good work as the wash 
woman, and the havoc they play with clothes 
is a serious percentage in the cost of linen 
for the average man. 

Moreover, the women nowadays wear more 
wash things than they did twenty years 
ago and a large proportion of their white 
garments cannot be successfully treated in 
a steam laundry. 

The woman with a wash tub will long con- 
tinue to be the symbol of honest toil, and 
taking one consideration with another she 
makes more money and has a better time 
of it than her sister engaged in work in the 
factory or a sweatshop.

crease in its naval strength in the Pacific. 
These rumors have now assumed definite 
shape. Sixteen battleships of the Atlantic 
fleet, the main division of the American naval 
fighting force, are to be sent to the Pacific, it 
is declared. Naturally the inference is 
drawn by those unacquainted with the situa- 
tion that fear of trouble with Japan is respon- 
sible for this reported decision to move a 
great aggregation of floating forts to a posi- 
tion of greater strategic Importance in any 
conflict with our far eastern neighbors, 


No Danger of War. 

The Roosevelt administration has spared 
no means to deprecate the reports that there 
ie danger of war between this country and 
Japan. From statements made by prominent 
officials it is practically impossible to escape 
the conviction that President Roosevelt and 
his principal advisers are satisfied that there 
is no prospect of a conflict unless the jingo 
press—American and Japanese — succeeds 
after long effort in producing enough pin 
pricks to turn the present cordial feeling into 
distrust and emnity. . 

That no just ground for war exists or can 
exist in any discrimination against the Jap- 
anese by an infinitesimally small proportion 
of the American people is apparently the 
honest belief not only of those in authority 
in Washington but among members of the 
Japanese government as well. 


Will Send Fleet—Some Day. 

It is probable that ultimately a strong fleet 
will be sent to the Pacific, but there seems 
to de no intention on the part of the admin- 
istration to hurry in the matter and prior 
to any movement of this character steps will 
be taken to make it clear that it was due to 
long study and had no connection with any 
recent developments in the relations between 
Japan and the United States. 

The administration does not intend, of 
course, to let Japan have a say as to whether 
this government shall make a marked in- 
crease in her Pacific naval strength. But the 
whole attitude of the administration depre- 
cates doing anything not of immediate-de- 
mand that might tend to disturb in any de- 
gree the amity and cordiality that exists 
between this nation and one of its best 
friends. 

Tokio Scents a Plot. 

TOKIO, July 1.—The impression is grow- 
ing ‘here that the anti-Japanese feeling and 
demonstration in San Francisco are the out- 
come of a deeply laid plan based upon racial 
hatred and the recent developments appar- 
ently support this impressign. 

The fear is expressed that the danger point 
soon will be reached, Although war is not 
dreamed of, the mutual feelings of good 
will and friendship will be seriously alienated 
if prompt measures are not taken to allay 
the general indignation here against the lat- 
est discrimination in San Francisco whica, 
according to Japanese contention, is a fla- 
grant violation of treaty rights.

“When England in 1848 invented stamps, 
my feelings were decidedly anti-English, as 
America took up the system and my income 
disappeared, as my father used to buy stamps, 
put them on the letters, and I had to trudge 
to the postoffice and mai] them without any 
recompense. 

“At that time when the proposition was 
advanced to reduce postage to 5 cents for 
short and 10 cents for long distances, the 
same cry was made which is now raised, that 
the reduction would ruin the postoffice, but 
the cry was false. The reduction increased 
the revenue. A reduction in postage between 
the United States and Great Britain to a 
penny would have the same effect.”

LOWER THE INTERSTATE RATES. 

The Illinois 2 cent fare law went into 
effect yesterday. Persons traveling be- 
tween points within the state are enjoying 
its substantial benefits. The volume of 
passenger traffic will increase so greatly 
that the roads will be unable to prove that 
the law has injured them. 

The reduction of local rates in IIlinols 
and some other states necessitates a re- 
duction, of interstate rates. When Illinois, 
Indiana, Michigan, and Ohio come down to 
a 2 cent basis the fares to e n points 
have to be trimmed down. Before a new 
interstate rate can be put in operation it 
must be filed with the interstate commerce 
commission, The eastern roads are in no 
haste to file their mew schedules. They 
say that they have had expert clerks fig- 
uring on them for weeks, but that they will 
not be through for some time to come. 
This means that men going back and forth 
between Chicago and the seaboard will not 
get the immediate benefit of the low rates 
to which they are entitled. 

The work over which the expert fate 
clerks are spending so much time seems 
to call only for the expertness of a com- 
monplace arithmetician, A certain num- 
ber of miles has to be multiplied by two 
and a certain number by three. The sum 
ie the fare. The number of miles is 
known, All that is needed is simple mul- 
tiplication. ey 

The new rates ought to have been 
readiness for filing before this. They 
would have been if it had been a matter 
of an increase instead of a decrease. 
There is no exeuse for the dilatory meth- 
ods of the eastern roads. Their only ob- 
ject is to get a little more money out of 
the public. The interstate commerce com- 
mission ought to give them a strong hint 
to finish their etme in simple multiplica- 
tion and file the new rates so that people 
who are going east or coming west this 
month can have the good of them.

In Cardiff the marquis of Bute is virtual- 
ly lord of all he surveys, and he is often 
described as king of South Wales,” in con- 
tradistinction to Sir Watkins William Wynne, 
the so-called king of North Wales.” He 
virtually owns the entire city, which, thanke 
to the enlightenment of his two immediate 
predecessors in the marquisate, has been 
transformed from an insignificant seaside 
village of 6,000 people into a thriving sea- 
port with a population of 250,000, equipped 
with magnificent docks, built by the lords 
of Bute at an expenee of some $20,000,000, 
and covering nearly 200 acres. Some idea 
of the shipping trade of Cardiff may be gath- 
ered from the fact that owing to the special 
apparatus on the quays as much as 12,000 
tons of freight per hour can be placed on 
shipboard without difficulty.

But the interest of the lords of Bute in the 
city of Cardiff has not stopped short at 
the development of the city into a great sea- 
port whence coal ia shipped to all parts 
of the world. The three successive mar- 
quesses have made Cardiff castle their prin- 
cipal home, spending vast sums in the 
restoration and embellishment of this 
superb old fortress. Its dullaing was com- 
menced a few ‘years after the Norman 
conquest, by a Welsh lord of Glamor- 
gan, and is said to hade been completed about 
1110, on a much larger scale than his prede- 
cessor contemplated, by Robert Fitzhammon, 
descendant of a Norman follower of William 
the Conqueror. Cloge to the massive por- 
tal approaching the castle from the town 
of Cardiff rises the Black tower, in which 
Robert Curthose, eldest som of William the 
Conqueror, was confined for twenty-six years 
by his inhuman brothera, King William 
Rufys and King Henry I. The castle suf- 
fe greatly from the attacke of Owen 


Glendower and his wild Welahmen, was cap- . 


tured and partially sacked by Oliver Crom- 
well, and eventually passed into the hands 
of the family of the marquis of Bute by 
marriage with a Herbert heiress of Powys

And the ringleader in this newspaper trust, 
which ie arbitrarily attempting to boost rates, 
is, of course, through his agents, William 
Randolph Hearst, who has aitempted to se- 
cure @ reputation as the most rabid and 
uhregtrained trust bajter in the country. 

It is difficult to predict the outcome of the 
case or get an accurate idea of what is be- 
ing discussed So far the case seems to 
hinge om the respective financial advantages 
of the attorneys for the respective sides. Do 
the attorneys for the defense ride down to 
court in automobiles or do those for the prose- 
cution? On the answer to this question hinges 
the verdict. So far the first round only has 
been fought.

Increased Work in June at Cook 
County Office as Compared with 
Same Month of 1808. 


June was a husy, month at the coroner's 
office, 340 cases being reported for investi- 
gation. During June last year 209 cases were 
reported. 


There was also an increase of deaths by 
rediroads, thirty-seven deaths being reported, 
while the number reported last year for June 
was twenty. Suicides numbered thirty-five, 
which tallies with the number reported for 
June last year.

Passenger Business Is Heavy. 

An inquiry among the resident passenger 
men of outside lines developed the statement 
that the general movement in all directions 
not been betterin many years. Some lines 
report their business for June 100 per cent 
greater than last year. 

The western lines yesterday put into effect 
the advance of 1% cents on grain from the 
Missouri river to Chicago and the east.
